For this reason 
it is but fitting that the mutual co-operation of parents, 
pupils, and teachers must be ever invoked to ascertain 
and cultivate the children's native endowments. Thus 
the children will be prepared to enter fields of work 
for which Nature has equipped them. 

It is possible that there may exist latent talents in 
your child. These require cultivation, experimentation, 
careful observation, and development. 

Parents, let me urge you to base your decisions as 
to your children’s future not upon your own inclina- 
tions and wishes; but to be governed absolutely i in the 
selection by the natural interests, trends, and talents of 
your children in aiding them wisely to select the most 
congenial and worth-while type of vocation.
